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Profile: Anne d'Oliveira 


Regional Director - Central Gauteng 


Since age 8, when she was handed down a box- 
brownie camera belonging to her Irish grand- 
mother, on her fathers side, Anne has been 
taking pictures. She says that, thankfully, her dad 

an only child, for her mother of German 

stry, came from a family of 10 children, 
resulting in many offspring of her generation — 36 
to be precise. Quickly Anne adopted the role of 
chief photographer at all immediate and extended 
family outings, birthdays, holidays, etc. — 
preferring to be behind rather than in front of the 
camera. 


The box-brownie was replaced with the gift her 
parents gave her on her 16" birthday, a Diax 
35mm camera with a fixed 50mm lens. Anyone 
ever heard of it? (Many years later her dad told 
herthatithad been bought on the "black market".) 
Be that as it may, the picture taking continued. The 
first SLR camera Anne purchased was a Minolta. 
Switching later, she now uses Canon equipment, 
film and digital. Family and friends always told her 
that she took really good pictures and this, of 
course, boosted her ego. 


Then in July 2001, encouraged by her business 
partner, already an accomplished photographer 
who had been so for many years, Anne joined the 
Camera Club of Johannesburg (CCJ). She was 
des embarrassed when she realised that 

she had been doing for so many years of 
taking good pictures, was just that. Taking good 
pictures - but as she says she was not a 
photographer nor was she taking photographs of 
any qualitative or artistic value. This is not to say 
no place exists for the family and holiday pictures! 


The club scene opened a whole new era of 
possibilities and opportunities for Anne. She 
started looking at the world around in a different 
light, seeing things she would normally have 
moved straight past and seeking out things to 
capture on film. Climbing the steep dramatic 
learning curve she started to move from taking 
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pictures to producing quality photographs. Along 
with this, came the issue of her images being 
critiqued by outsiders; not always with back- 
patting results. But unreservedly, being amongst 
fellow photographers is a wonderful experience 
she says and the lessons learnt and still being 
learnt are invaluable. 


For the past four years Anne has been 
Chairperson and Secretary of CCJ and President 
for the past two. Work within the club requires 
dedication, time and effort and to be surrounded 
by agreatteam, as she has been, is a triple bonus. 
This experience broadened itself when she was 
co-opted PSSA Regional Director for Central 
Gauteng in November 2005. Horizons broadened 
and a whole new circle of photographic friends 
entered Anne's life. According to her, finding 
herself amongst people who give so much of 
themselves for the amateur photographers of 
this country is a very hard act to follow. The 
Central Gauteng Region clubs have re-elected 
her to another term of office and she hopes to live 
up to their and her fellow Directors' expectations. 
Anne we have no doubt that you are up to it! 


With her photography she tries not to specialise 
and to be as versatile across a broad spectrum 
of subject matter as she possibly can. This 
creates many challenges as it is not always easy 
stepping outside of one's comfort zone or 
attempting to think outside the box when taking 
photographs. Although as she says there are still 
the stereotype images, her aim is to try and do 
something different or seek the ‘out of” the 
ordinary, thus creating constant goals for her 
work, which may not always fall into the typical 
club or salon genre. But as Anne remarks - 
photography is doing what pleases you and 
although serious to a point, it is such a lot of fun. 
She takes photographs she enjoys and if others 
rate them highly or they win an award that is a 
dividend. 


Anne is a harsh critic of her own work and 
consequently often disappointed with the results 
but then this stirs her up to improve. Whether she 
is achieving or is successful at this, she leaves 
for others to decide. 


Anne you are being modest! You would not have 
become a five star worker in such a short time if 
you had not been so very successful. | have seen 
some of your input as Regional Director and know 
that you put a lot into what you do. — Editor

THE AGATHA COACH ROUTE 

Pietersburg was the starting point of many coach 
routes of the Zeederberg Coach Company in the 
1890’s; one going to Bulawayo via Rhodes Drift 
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and the Tuli block; another via Haenertsburg and 
the Kloof to the early farming settlement of 
Krabberfontein (now Merensky school); or via 
Munnik to Westfalia and other early settler areas. 
One road led to Leydsdorp via Haenertsburg and 
Agatha. Parts of this old coach are still in existence, 
with many stretches of the present road on New 
Agatha following the old route.

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It is difficult to imagine the problems that faced those early travellers. 
In wet weather, the road was impassable for days. The discomfort 
must have been intense, with 12 seats inside the coach and space for 
luggage and another 12 seats on top. Stories of journeys by coach are 
legion. The intrepid drivers, sometimes well fortified, as often were 
their passengers, braved swollen rivers, fearful mountain passes, 
muddy tracks and attacks by lion and buffalo and highwaymen. 


The original Altenroxel hotel was a rough and ready wayside inn 
comprising six rondavels, a dining room, stable and a store. The 
guests' bathroom was a hollowed out tree trunk filled with clean water. 
The kitchen was open to the elements and almost all the meals ca 
out of a black three-legged pot. Some years later the hotel then Q 
by Mrs Strachan), was moved to a neighbouring farm called N 
Agatha which was renamed Cheviot in later years. 


John Buchan secretary to Lord Milner in 1902 wrote of the Leydsdorp 
coach “which once a week imperils the travellers life”... and that 
“twenty miles further on, the same coach, if it has thus far escaped 
destruction, precipitously descends the mountainside onto the fever 
flats that line the Groot Letaba and Letsitele Rivers...” 


In the late 1880's a township was laid out for the Leydsdorp population. 
It was called Agatha after the wife of the Mining Commissioner Robert 
and was at the Thabina River crossing near Dickenson’s hotel. 


Leydsdorp, alas, was not the success expected and in about 1895 
many miners moved out leaving it to become a ghost town. Apart from 
the lack of gold there was a drastic shortage of water, making mining 
difficult. However, Leydsdorp persevered for many years thereafter, as 
it had become something of an administrative centre with a hospital, 
police station and hotel. 


In time, as Leydsdorp lost its glitter, easier roads were built to the Low 
Country and the railway connected Tzaneen and Pietersburg in 1916 
and the hotel went into decline. It closed down in 1928 and was used 
as a farm house. 


The new Coach House built in 1983 was an attempt to bring back the 
magic and romance of those early days. It was built on the foundation 
of the old Strachan Hotel and a few of the old walls and cast-iron 
windows are still in place today. 


BIRDS & BEASTS in the district 
BIRDING IN THE MAGOEBASKLOOF DISTRICT 


If the Letaba district had to lay claim to a prize in birding history, then 
the Bat Hawk would be the recipient. First discovered at it’s nesting site 
at Agatha in the early sixties, these birds still occupy the same breeding 
site and being unperturbed by human presence, they present the

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perfect opportunity for observation. The 
district also has the distinction of having 
recorded the first nesting recorded in the 
Limpopo Province of both the Blue Throated 
Sunbird and the White-backed Night Heron. 
In addition Palm Swifts have been recorded 
nesting in the steel girders of railway bridges. 


As further background to the district, it should 
be of interest to note that during the 
November 1998 Big Birding Day two local 
birding teams notched up 158 and 142 bird 
species respectively, in a 60 km radius 
around Tzaneen. This gives a fair indication 
of what a serious birder can see in a 24 hour 
period during the summer months. 


The Letaba District is home to more than 
370 species of birds. Topographically the 
area is divided into a wide range of habitats, 
stretching from the mountainous peak of 
the Iron Crown at 2126 metres, to the 
undulating lowveld at 600 metres. 


A network of public roads runs through the 


area's forests and there are numerous well 
documented walking trails, which meander 
through the towering indigenous trees, and 
give the ardent birder a wonderful opportunity 
of seeing forest rarities. The Woodbush 
Forest Reserve and the surrounding 
Magoebaskloof area, as well as New Agatha 
Forest Reserve are renowned for their 
diversity of forest species and it is almost 
guaranteed to the patient and observant 
birder that he will see Narina Trogon, 
Chorister and Starred Robin, Olive 
Blackfronted Bush Shrike, Grey T 
Shrike, Scalythroated Honey-guide and the 
ever vocal Crowned Eagle. The rare Blue 
Swallow may be seen on the grasslands 
near Haenertsburg. 


There are four nature reserves which cater 
for day visits for the serious birder and these 
are: Hans Merensky Nature Reserve, 
Lekgalameetse Nature Reserve, 


Woodbush Forest Reserve and De Hoek 
Forest Reserve and also the Wolkberg 
Wilderness area. 


INTERESTING PLACES TO VISIT 


The John Buchan Memorial — A modest 
memorial to a great English writer. Georges 
Valley Road overlooking Ebenezer Dam. 


The Long Tom Monument — A unique 
Monument dedicated to all who died from 
the Makgoba War up to the present. Village 
Haenertsburg. 


Chief Makgoba's Memorial Statute — 
Bronze bust of the king who lost his head. 
Magoebaskloof Hotel overlooking the 
valley. 


O'Connor Memorial — The pioneer forester 
of the district. Woodbush forest drive. 


Leydsdorp — Gold Rush village of the 
1880's. 
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Ravenshill Homestead — Home of the "Last 
Trader of the Transvaal" in the 1890's. 
Near Modjadji. 


Long Tom Guns - two signposted M 
one where the last gun was blown up by 
Boers to prevent it from falling into the 
hands of the British. 


Masorini Iron Age Site — In Kruger Park, 
15kms east of Phalaborwa. 


Tzaneen Museum — Ethnological artefacts 
and rare book collection. 


Modjadji Cycad Reserve — Ancient cycads 
and the history of Modjadji, the Rain Queen. 


Commonwealth Plantation — 10 hectares 
of eucalyptus planted in 1914. 
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Old Gold Mines - Old shafts and adits on the 
slopes of the Wolkberg. 


Kruger National Park — Phalaborwa Gate 
and Orpen Gate offer easy access to the 
more relaxed and less crowded central and 
northern sections of the Park.

ric Slaghuis and Reg Ansell", like the blind 

men and the elephant, both have very 

limited perceptions of the problems 
surrounding both salon and club judging. Yes, the 
Scoring system as it is needs reconsideration and 
yes, in principle, if something is working why 
change it? The question of course is: is it really 
working all that well? 


For some time now there has been an enormous 
dinosaur in the room, rather than an elephant, 
which almost everybody in South African amateur 
photography has been trying to ignore. And that 
dinosaur, a very sick dinosaur, may well be on the 
way to extinction. | am referring, sadly, to PSSA 
judging. 


Compare the sales statistics of high-end digital 
cameras in this country with statistics of loss of 

bership of PSSA. Ido not have the precise 

es but it should be obvious that PSSA has a 
problem. Talented amateur photographers buying 
those cameras are staying away from or leaving 
PSSA in their dozens, perhaps scores or even 
hundreds. 


We must ask: why do so many people not bother 
with camera clubs or PSSA? And why are so 
many people leaving PSSA? Is it because of the 
judging? Surely the annual subscription fees, 
costing less than a weekly visit to the supermarket 
or a tank of petrol, can't be to blame. From what 
i hear and experience during tea breaks at camera 
clubs where | have been invited to judge it looks 
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as if judging (maybe mine as well) is a problem 
that needs some attention. 


And it is not just the scoring system. It is also the 
inconsistency of criteria, the use of meaningless 
stock phrases (“the lighting was well handled"), 
application of overvalued ideas (the rule of thirds, 
odd numbers), failure to see the whole photograph, 
axes to grind, nitpicking and unjustified criticism 
and all too often the ignorance of judges with 
regard to techniques, styles and genres of 
photography — all of which add up to unfair 
results. Read "An Analysis of Judging" by Eddie 
Sethna in the November edition of Image and you 
will understand what | am getting at (and he was 
writing about British amateur camera clubs). 


When a gold award in one salon can be followed 
by non-acceptance in the next for the same 
photograph or when another photograph that 
gets mediocre results in South Africa and wins 
an international competition in Europe you don't 
have to be a paleontologist to realize that some 
South African judges and maybe even European 
judges are dinosaurs on the way to extinction. 
And this means that by-and-large, except for the 
incredibly naive, salon results are in danger of 
becoming arbitrary and meaningless if not already 
SO. 


| am sure Reg has been involved in many more 
salons than | have but one thing | have noticed, 
when looking at the backs of overseas print 
entries to international salons, the scoring systems 
in other international salons are not all based 
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on 15. Some use 20, and if | am not mistaken 
some even use a percentage score. 


The one advantage | see for using a percentage 
score would be that the spread of marks would 
be wide enough, as Eric suggests, making the 
setting of cut-off points so much easier. Also he 
makes a good point about the avoidance of 3 as 
this creates a false dip in the middle of the bell 
curve and creates a great sense of insult and 
unfairness for the hapless entrant who is really 
worth, say 55%, and he ends up with 6 out of 15, 
the equivalent of 4096. Those arethe people who, 
once bitten twice shy, do not enter salons ever 
again. 


Dinosaurs became extinct because they were 
unable to adapt to a changed environment. 
Mammals survived because they were more

adaptable. Human beings, as the most adaptable 
of all mammals are even capable of walking on the 
moon. As members of PSSA we can and should 
adapt to a changing photographic environment 
with the phenomenal growth of digital 
photography. 


During the course of this year, according to our 
president Jill Sneesby, the whole question of 
judging is being thoroughly examined. | believe 
something positive will come from that.
